BY COURT RULING 


Attorney Wins Skirmish In 
% 
Seeking New Trial 


Counsel for Burl Rogers of East 
Liverpool who is serving a life sen­ 
tence in the Ohio penitentiary for 
C hristm as day holdup m urder of 
Clarence Dickey here in 193 . won 
its first skirmish for a new trial in 
an opinion of the seventh district 
court of appeals received today by 
Frank H. Hoover, chief of the ,’e- 
fense counsel. 
Judge J. C. Nichols of St. Clairs­ 
ville notified Mr. Hoover that 'he 
court has granted him permission 
to file his briefs in the case after 
the expiration of the 30-day time 
lim it and said that the motion of 
the state to dismiss the appeal 
would be overruled. The next step 
in the litigation will be argum ent 
for a new trial which will be heard 
by the court probably in Novem­ 
ber when it meets in Lisbon. 
The notice of appeal and trans­ 
cript were filed by Mr. Hoover 
within 30 days after Rogers was 
sentenced. However, due to the 
length of the bill of exceptions 
which contained more than 1.200 
pages, the defense counsel, unable 
to file his brief within the 30-day 
limit, filed a petition for an exten­ 
sion of the time. 
Judge Nichols said the court had 
granted him permission to file his 
briefs not later than Aug. I. How­ 
ever, the brief has already been 
• 


pd. together with the notice of 
peal and the transcript. 
Mr. Hoover will Charge that the 
verdict of the jury was not justified 
inasmuch as Rogers, whose part in 
the crime was of a lesser degree 
received the same sentence as Dud­ 
ley Adams now serving a life sen­ 
tence in the penitentiary.

ERSONAL experiences including 
rescue by Indians when a sloop 
capsized, service as lieutenant-com- 
m ander of a wartime gunboat and 
life among west coast tribes held 
the close attention of Kiwanians 
Thursday in Travelers hotel. 
They were recounted by Fred 
Griffiths of Puyallup. Wash., former 
county resident and* now a retired 
landscape nursery owner. Mr. Grif­ 
fiths. a member of Kiwanis. is vis­ 
iting local friends. 
“Indians pulled me out of the 
3urf, nursed me. helped repair my 
sloop when it capsized and sent 
me on my way.” the speaker said, 
describing his experiences in the 
northern part of the state of W ash­ 
ington in the 1880’s when, a boy 
in his teens, he went beyond staked 
land claims to “squat.” 
After having been adopted into 
the tribe. Mr. Griffiths gained the 
confidence of the Indians and learn­ 
ed much of their tradition, back­ 
ground 
and 
secrets. 
He 
served 
the government for six years in In­ 


dian work, abandoning it for war 
service in the navy followed by the 
nursery business in Puyallup. 
Griffiths creek in the Elwah val­ 
ley, Wash., where the Olympic for­ 
est reserve now is located,, was 
named for the man who pushed 
there in his sloop before civiliza­ 
tion landed. 
“I was l l years old when I came 
to 
Salineville from 
W ales.” the 
speaker 
began. 
After 
his 
west 
coast experiences, he was a kiln 
draw er 
in 
East 
Liverpool 
and 
taught elem entary school in Irish 
Ridge. On the coast, he had work­ 
ed in a sawmill. From this district 
he entered government service bi 
Indian work. 
The speaker related in some de­ 
tail the workings of Un-Un-Ne-Te, 
ruling body of the Puyallup Indians. 
A secret order somewhat like the 
Masons, but political, the society 
puts initiates through an exacting 
ceremony. The neophytes are "put 
to death” as members “stab” them 
with sticks and “drown” them. Oth- 


er members of the tribe, believing 
the “deaths" real, cheer as pro­ 
nouncement of “Un-Un-Ne-Te” “re­ 
vives” the new members. 
The order began, legend has it. 
when a tribe leader, feasting with 
his lieutenants, cut his tongue on 
the bone of a duck. Those present 
pledged not to tell of the incident, 
and thus the secret order began. 
This and sim ilar orders long since 
have gone out. 
To become a medicine man. an 
Indian goes to the top of a high 
mountain and wraits for a "spirit” 
to come to him. The spirit may be 
the cry of a wolf, or the rolling 
of a river. If a sick woman then 
feels better for his presence, he has 
the power to cure, members of the 
tribe concede, and he is recognized 
as a medicine man. 
Mr. Griffiths praised the Indians 
for their spiritus’ background and 
hold on the verities of life. Indicat­ 
ing that the race is increasing fast­ 
er than any other in the United 
States, he said their heritage is 
worthwhile.

Century-Oli Michigan 
Tradition Broken As 
Man Dies On Callows

ILAN. Mich.. July S.—Anthony 
Chebatoris was hanged by the 
federal government 
early 
today 
and become the first victim of cap­ 
ital punishment to die in Michi­ 
gan in 108 years. 
Gov. Frank Murphy, who had ap­ 
pealed to President1 Roosevelt to 
stop the federal government from 
breaking a century-old 
Michigan 
tradition, said the execution was a 
“blot” on the state’s "civilized rec­ 
ord." Murphy asked that th** exe­ 
cution be moved to another state. 
Chebatoris. a Detroit gangster. 
was sentenced under the national 
bank robbery act for an abortive 
holdup last Sept 
29 in Midland, 
Mich., in which Henry S Porter, 
an innocent bystander, was slain. 
Michigan laws do not permit cap­ 
ital punishment except for high 
treason. 
Cherbatoria smiled at the chief 
executioner. G. 
Phil 
Hanna 
of 
Epworth, IU., and appeared entire­ 
ly calm. The trap was spring at 
5:08. 
Rev. Lee Laige, a priest from a 
nearby parish, walked beside Che­ 
batoris to the gallows and chanted 
in Latin during the death march. 
a surprising development because 
the prisoner had spurned all re­ 
ligious consolation 
until 
yester­ 
day. 
Chebatoris had a criminal record 
since he wa* 20 years old In 1920. 
He was convicted at the tim e for 
robbery armed in connection with 
a Packard motor car payroll hold­ 
up.

VERY time a destroyer slides 
A-* down the ways it launches IOO 
or more officers anti men on on* 
of Hie most romantic but hazard­ 
ous jobs in the navy. 
Destroyers are those trim little 
ships about SOO feet long. sleek as 
a yacht, but in wartime loaded 
with concentrated hell both for the 
crew and the enemy. 
They are 
the pawns In every naval engage­ 
ment. sacrificed to save the bigger 
ships or even to force a change in 
the course of the enemy fleet. 
All the talk about the enormous 
expense 
of 
building 
up a navy 
hinges around the cost of battle­ 
ships which, in all conscience, cost 
enough, 
But destroyers are more 
than twice as costly a ton. A 35.- 
OOO ton battleship 
costs 
around 
$70,000,000 when fully armed or 
$2,000 a ton. A 1.500-ton destroyer 
costs $7,500,000 
to $8,000,000, or 
$5,000 and more a ton. 
And the 
fleet needs many. 
Contracts for four were let re­ 
cently with scarcely a ripple in 
the news. 


x L T H O l’GH the public interest 
* » neglects them, the navy doesn't. 
Without destroyers, life on the big 
boats would be as hazardous in 
time of war as it is for the destroy­ 
ers.

WASHINGTON, July 8— When the federal com­ 
munications commission put out its new set 
of rules governing the use of radio facilities by poli­ 
tical speakers, it took a very constructive step. 
Many persons will wonder where the commission 
gets its power to make rules governing the use of 
the radio when the law itself forbids anything that 
savors of censorship of the contents of programs. 
Close examination of the rules will reveal that the 
principles proclaimed are of a kind which congress 
has applied to other activities in the commercial 
world Irrespective of whether they receive any fa­ 
cilities, such as wave lengths, from the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
Even if there were no federal communications com­ 
mission in existence, the congress would have the 
right to prohibit discrimination on tho part of busi­ 
nesses engaged in Interstate commerce in relation 
to the use made of their facilities by the public. 
Thus. the Robinson-Patman law now requires all 
businesses engaged In interstate commerce to sell 
quantities of goods at the same price to all who buy 
within a certain category or classification. 
This principle, which means that business cannot 
discriminate against one of two customers who want 
to buy the same quantity of an article, is now im­ 
bedded firmly in federal law. Hence, it was not going 
beyond the limitations of existing statutes in other 
lines for the federal communications commission to 
insist that, where a radio station sells time to a po­ 
litical speaker, it must offer its facilities at the same 
price to the rival candidate. 


I 
T IS significant that the commission does not re­ 
quire the radio station to allow its facilities to 
be used by political speakers if the radio statio^fe 
manager chooses to bar them all. The requlremer^7 
is merely that, if one speaker ds allowed to buy 
time, the other side must be given the same oppor­ 
tunity. 
This is a sensible regulation and will tend to obvi­ 
ate much difficulty, because, while the principles of 
fairness have been thoroughly understood by most of 
the radio stations, there has been no definite set of 
rules governing the use of radio by political speak­ 
ers. 
During the year 1936. the two major broadcasting 
systems refused to sell time to either of the political 
parties until after the national conventions had been 
held. This comes well within the new rules. What 
has yet to he determined, however, is whether politi­ 
cal speakers who do not buy time are treated equal­ 
ly as between candidacies and parties. Here is a 
much more difficult problem to meet. Some stations 
would prefer not to allow any political speeches 
rather than to become involved in the disputes that 
arise when controversial questions are discussed. 
The one thing that has not yet been covered by 
any rules is this: “What is a political speech?” 
President Roosevelt has set forth on another one of 
those “non-political" tours which he has made sev­ 
eral times during his administration. The broadcast­ 
ing companies have felt a certain delicacy about de- 
i dining to give Mr. Roosevelt the entire hookup in 
his capacity as President of fhe United States when, 
in truth, he might be speaking In his other capa- 
; city “as head of the Democratic party.” Until Mr. 
Roosevelt himself confessed that he would be occu­ 
pying such a dual role in the campaign prior to the 
1938 congressional elections, the broadcasting sys­ 
tems doubtless felt they didn’t dare question which 
1 part of the President’s address was political and 
which part was non-political.

HILADELPHIA—The electric light of the future 
will change colors at the turn of a switch 
This is one of the tricks of tellurium vapor now 
only a laboratory curiosity, described in the Journal 
of the Franklin Institute. Tellurium is a non metallic 
chemical element, one of the 92 primary substances 
forming earth, sun and other planets. 
It s a cousin of sulphur and often is found 
small quantities in gold and silver. It is used f f l 
coloring glass and porcelain and for some electrical 
apparatus. 
But J. W. Marden, N. C. Bees* and George Meiater 
have developed an electric light by placing a little 
tellurium in a bulb where it will vaporize when the 
current is turned on. Tellurium melts st about 1.200 
degrees Fahrenheit, so that it is easy to produce the 
vapor. 
Through thia vapor an electric current will flow 
just as through a filament making the vapor glow 
brilliantly. 
The peculiarity is that tellurium vapor changes 
from blue-white to yellow to bright gold as the heat 
rises with an Increase of electric current.

OPERATING RAILROADS 


Congress Gets Proposal For 


Government Lines 


By International Nawa Service. 
BUENOS AIRES — A proposal 
submitted to congress for the na­ 
tionalization of all Argentine rail­ 
roads has focussed 
attention 
on 
the vast netw-ork of rail lines—to­ 
taling 25,585 miles—serving the re­ 
public. 
Argentina ranks seventn 
among the nations of the world 
in the length of its railroad lines 
and has 41 percent of all railway 
mileage in South America. 
Private 
companies operate ap­ 
proximately 79 percent of the to­ 
tal mileage, but the proposal for 
nationalization of A rgentina’s rail­ 
ways is in keeping with a trend 
toward greater government 
con­ 
trol of the nation’s railroad facili­ 
ties. 
Mr. Mendez Calzada, 
conserva­ 


tive deputy representing Maadoza, 
has 
suggested nationalization on 
the basis of a maximum of 60 per­ 
cent of invested capital and a gov­ 
ernm ent bond issue of 650,000.000 
pesos to finance the purchase. His

w-ould provide that employes

River cargoes were lighter 
in 
June than in May, monthly ton­ 
nage figures compiled on traffic at 
dam 8 indicate. A drop of 32,770 
tons from May shipping brought 
the June figures to 249,680, while

Steve and 
harness racing would not have 
been words mentioned in the same 
breath. 
Acted As Substitute 
Back in 1918 he was a gangling 
kid hanging around the Greene 
county fair grounds Just for the 
thrill of watching horses. On a 
particular day Steve was asked to 
act as substitute starter for the 
sulky races, the regular man being 
sick. He jumped at the chance and 
the rest of the story is found in 
harness racing history. 
The “boy” made a big impression 
on horsemen and he secured six 
weeks of starting assignments that 
same summer. With each season 
Steve improved and soon he was 
inventing tricky devices which sim­ 
plified the difficult starting process 
and nine years ago he took over 
the dream assignment of starting 
the famed Hambletonian. He has 
had that Job ever since. 
Before he opened his 20-week 
tour of the Grand Circuit tracks. 
he disclosed that the “walk-up” 
system of scoring will again be in 
vogue at the larger tracks. 
This method, Steve said, is an 
improvement over the old-fashion­ 
ed “fast break” custom, because it 
is easier to enforce discipline when 
horses are in slow motion. 
Steve's Greatest Thrill 
The greatest thrill Steve ever 
felt during his long association, 
with harness racing came, he says, 
when Greyhound trotted an exhi­ 
bition mile last year at Lexington.

RECENTLY I told you something 
about the evil effects of fa­ 
tigue in the child. Emphasis was 
placed on the dangers of its neg­ 
lect. 
Fatigue in the adult, too. is 
equally im portant and its neglect 
if dangerous. 
Like the child, the adult will suf­ 
fer from dangerous fatigue if stead­ 
ily deprived of adequate hours of 
rest, sleep and relaxation. Bad re­ 
sults are prone to occur if the daily 
work if excessive and particularly 
lf It Is done under great mental 
Btrain, or if undue physical exer­ 
tion is 
demanded. 
The expected fatigue which 
is 
the result of no more than the or­ 
dinary exertion of the day is eas­ 
ily overcome by rest. Yet, it if 
true that some persons complain 
of 
the constant sense of being 
tired, regardless of the amount of 
rest and relaxation they obtain. 
The failure to react properly, to 
up in the morning refreshed, 
may be the result of nervousness, 
indigestion or constipation. Some­ 
times it is the end result of some 
constitutional disorder. Persistent 
fatigue, no m atter what the cause, 
demands medical investigation. 
Intestinal Disorders 
Any disorder of the 
intestinal 
tract, particularly that which used 
to be known as "auto-intoxication,” 
as well as excessive fermentation 
and incomplete evacuation, may be 
related to the chronic fatigue. The 
waste m aterials m ust be eliminat­ 
ed. If the body 
is unable to rid 
Jself of all these poisonous sub­ 
stances 
there 
will 
surely occur 
many unpleasant symptoms, chief 
of which may 
be 
that 
terrible 
sense of exhaustion and loss of 
energy. 
This condition is a sort of self­ 
poisoning. The waste products of 
food actually putrefy, causing dis­ 
turbance in the human mechanism. 
This is shown by the headache, 
restlessness and the tired feeling. 
Correstion of the elimination by 
diet, exercise and rest frequently 
leads to disappearance of the pain 
and other 
uncomfortable 
symp­ 
toms. 
Not all cases of fatigue can be 
traced to this disorder. It may be 
the first symptom of some disturb­ 
ance of the lungs, heart, kidneys 
or the blood vessels. But whatever 
Its cause, it demands a 
visit to 
your doctor. Only by thorough ex­ 
amination to determ ine the facts 
and by proper care can it be over­ 
come. 
As I told you in speaking about 
fatigue in the child. It Is danger­ 
ous to disregard this simple symp­ 
tom. Fatigue that can be traced to 
a definite cause is not so bad, be­ 
cause it can be overcome by re­ 
moving that cause. If the cause Is 
unknown It may be something that 
is sure to lead to further damage 
of the body.
